No 11/E. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 5 of the Indian 
Army Act 1911 (VIII of 1911), the Central Government is pleased — 

I to applv the said Act to the Forces raised and maintained by the States 
of Hyderabad, Mysore and Travanoore-Cochin, with the followms; modifications, 
namely, 

I, In Section 7, — 

(a) in clause (2), the words ‘‘and also includes an officer of the State 

Forces” shall be added; 

(b) in clause (2A), the words ‘‘and includes a Junior Commissioned Officer 

of the State Forces” shall be added; 

(o) in clause (3), the words ‘‘and includes a warrant officer of the State 
Forces” shall be added; 

(d) in clause (4), the words ‘‘and also a non-commissioned officer or an 
acting noncommissioned officer of the. State Forces” shall be 
added ; 

fe) in clauses (17) and (18), for the words ‘‘a Part A State or a Part C 
State” the words “the State” shall be substituted; 
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(f) after clause (91), the foUowing clause ehiill be luserted, namely: — 

“(21A) ‘State’ means the State of Prjderiibad, Mysore or Travancore- 
Ooclnn, as the case may be, and the expression ‘State Forces’ 
shall be construed accordingly ” 

2. In Section 41, the Eirplanation to sub-section (I) shall be omitted. 

3. In iSection 06, for sub-section (8), the following sub-section shall be subs- 
tituted, namely;- — 

‘(3) When the witness resides in any place outside the State, the com- 
mission may be issued to any officer specified in this behalf by the 
Central Govei-nment. ’ ' 

4. In Section lllA— 

(a) the words “whether the trial was held within a Parii A State or 

a Part G State or elsewhere” shall bo omitted; and 

(b) for the words "in a Part A State Or a Part C iS.tate’’ the words "in 

India’’ shall be substituted. 

5. fn Section lHB,-for the words "in a Part A State”, the words "in the 
State’’ shall be substituted. 

0 . In Section 12fiB, the words "whether the trial was hold within a Part A 
Slule or a Part C State or elsewhere” shall be omitted and ^or the words 
“PreBidenoy town or district of a Port A State or Part C State” ihe words 
"district! of the State” shall he substituted. 

II. to direct that while the provisions of the said Act, as modified above, 
are applicable to the State Forces, the operation of the provisions of any other 

law iOT the time being applionble to such forces shall be suspended.

No. 32. — ^In pursuance of sub-section (1) of section 9 of the Land Customs 
Act, 1924 (XIX of 1924), lead with secti^^ 182 of the 8ea Customs Act, 1878 
(VIII of 1878), the Central Board of Reve^ .^l^csribes and limits the powers 
of the Collector of Land Customs, Saurashtra anflWfeB<.!i»and Customs of&cers.

No. 35.— In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 4 of the Land Cus- 
toms Act, 1924 (XIX of 1924), and in supersession of all notifications and orders 
issued in this behalf by the Government of Rajasthan, the Central Board of 
Revenue is pleased . 

(a) to establish I, ana Customs Stations specified in column 1 of the 

Schedule hereto annexed for the levy of duties of Land Customs 
in the liund Customs areas adjoining the Pakistan frontier, and 

(b) to prescribe the routes specified in column 2 o'f the said schedule as 

the routes by which alone any goods may pass by land out of 
or into the Dominion of Pakistan or to or from any Land Customs 
station specified in column 1 of the said Schedule from or to the 
Pakistan frontier.

No. 8.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the Central 
Excises and Salt Act 1944 (I of 1944), the Central Government is pleased to 
direct that the following further amendments shall be made in the Central 
Excise Eules, 1944, namely — 

In the said rules, for clause (ii) of rule 2, the following clause shall be sub- 
stituted namely. — 

“(ii) — “Collector” means — 

(A) for purposes other than the purposes of Chapter VI, — 

(a) in the States of Bombay (except the former Baroda State) Bhopal 

and Madhya Pradesh, the Collector of Central Excise, Bombay; 

(b) in the area of the State of Bombay comprising the former Baroda 

State, (except the Okhamandal and Amreli areas thereof), the 
Collector or Central Excise, Baroda; 

(c) in the States of Madras, Coorg and Travancore- Cochin, the Collector 

of Central Excise, Madras; 

(d) in the States of West Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, the Collector of 

Central Excise, Calcutta; 

(e) in the States of Uttar Pradesh and Vindhvg Pradesh, the Collector 

or Central Excise, Allahabad; 
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(^1) iu tlie WtateB of Assam, Tripura and Maujpur, the Collector of 
Central Excise, tihillong; 

(g) in the Btotes of Punjab, De.hi, Ajmer, Bdaspur, Himachal Pradesh 
and Patiala and Eaat Punjab Btiites Union, the Collector of 
Central Excise, Delhi; 

(li) in the States of Kutoh and Suuraslitr'a and the Okhamandal and 
Amreli aieas of the foi’mer Baroda State, now forming part of 
tho State of Bombay, the Collector of Customs, Saurashtra, 
Jamnagar; 

( 1 ) in the States of Hyderabad and Mysore, the Collector of Central 
Excise. Hyderabad; 

(j) ill tlie States ol Madhya Bharat and Kajasthan, the Collector ol 
Central Ex 'ise, Ajiiioi ; 

and iiieludes any ofheev specially authoiised under rule 4 or 5 to exeieise thiough- 
out any State or any specified area therein, all or any of the powers of a CplleOtor 
under these rules, 

(B) for the purposes of Chapter VI, the Balt Controller,
